The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 69 (Currently amended) An apparatus for conducting a financial 
transaction, comprising: 

a first means for obtaining information about the financial transaction by an 
electronic device; and 

a second means for generating a corporate type receipt if the financial 
transaction is determined to be a corporate type transaction involving a corporate check 
based on the information^ 

wherein the second means includes means for detecting the presence of a field 
in the information wherein the presence of the field is indicative that the financial 
transaction is a corporate type transaction. 

Claim 70 (Cancelled). 
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Claim 71 (Currently amended) The apparatus of claim [70] 69, wherein the 
first means comprises obtaining information about a check transaction. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 5-12, 16-26, 28-49, 51-66, 68, 69, 71-83, and 85 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. None of prior art teaches a method for generating a receipt comprising 
generating a first type of receipt if the scanned check is a corporate check and 
generating a second type of receipt if the scanned check is identified as a non-corporate 
check as set forth in the claims.
